At 2 a.m. Monday Chillas 
was found, uninjured, in the 
vicinity of Camp Ivy. He ex¬ 
plained that he had lost his 
way, and when darkness came 
he decided to sit and wait for 
daylight.

Appointments Being Made 

Red Cross Bloodmobile to 
Visit Sierra Madre Oct. 5 

“Giving blood is the most important personal insurance,” 
said Mrs. Ralph Jones, chairman of the blood program of the 
Red Cross which will bring the Bloodmobile to Sierra Madre 
Wednesday, Oct. 5. Without an adequate supply of blood on 
hand at our hospitals your life could be lost, she said. 

• Many persons who have intended to give blood but who 
have never taken the time to do so are unaware of the importance 
of time when a transfusion is needed to save a life. The useful¬ 
ness of blood is greatly enhanced by having it immediately 
available. 

Almost everyone knows of the tremendous value of blood 
derivatives in saving life and in medical research, but the 
importance of having whole blood available for transfusion can¬ 
not be over emphasized. 

Whole blood transfusions are essential in many cases of 
accident as well as in certain types of surgery, shock, acute 
poisoning and anemias and in saving the lives of RH infants 
and other blood diseases. 

The cost to the Red Cross of collecting blood can be greatly 
reduced if the maximum use of the visiting Bloodmobile is 
made. Appointments for giving blood can be secured by calling 
the local Red Cross office. 

The Woman’s Clubhouse will be used as usual for the blood 
bank from 3 to 7:30 p.m. Transportation and baby sitters will 
be furnished to those desiring such service while donating their 
blood, Mrs. Jones said.

has been true in years past. 
For example, action was taken 
in 1953 to correct an inherited 
problem of water pollution re¬ 
sulting from issuance of oil and 
gas leases in refuge areas. A 
"stop order” was issued holding 
up action on all new applica¬ 
tions for oil and gas leases on 
wildlife refuges. That order 
still is in effect. Despite pres¬ 
sures to relax the order, it is 
my determination to authorize 
no new regulations which do 
not afford greater protection 
than existed before the order 
was issued. 

Integration and coordination 
of activities between Federal 
and State agencies is given 
careful attention, with a view 
to achieving the best possible 
wildlife management for the 
American people. A year ago, a 
significant agreement was com¬ 
pleted between the Fish and 
Wildlife Service and the Corps 
of Engineeers. The Fish and 
Wildlife Service now assists the 
Corps of Engineers in conduct¬ 
ing hearings at which there is 
full public consideration of the 
importance of integrating fish 
and wildlife protection meas¬ 
ures into planning for flood 
control and navigation develop¬ 
ments. 

Full cooperation with State 
agencies is encouraged, in ar¬ 
riving at mutually advanta¬ 
geous solutions to wildlife prob¬ 
lems of common concern. 


though an aggregate 63,180 
acres have been dropped be¬ 
cause they had outlived their 
usefulness or could not be eco¬ 
nomically managed. Included 
in this total, however, were the 
56,954 acres of a Montana ref¬ 
uge which was, and still is, ad¬ 
ministered by the Department 
of Agriculture. Interior Depart- 
mena had only secondary in¬ 
terest in the lands for refuge 
purposes; the habitat for wild¬ 
life remains as it was, with 
only inter-agency duplication 
of administrative effort abol¬ 
ished. 

In the six years preceding 
the present Department admin¬ 
istration, 36 wildlife refuges 
were abolished, and the total 
Federal wildlife reserves re- 
ducd by 408,527 acres. 

I have emphasized repeated¬ 
ly my belief that wildlife ref¬ 
uges have proven value and 
should be expanded. I believe 
this conviction is being borne 
out by Department actions. 

Under present policies, the 
national wildlife refuges are 
contributing to recreational 
needs without interfering with 
the paramount conservation ob¬ 
jectives for which they were es¬ 
tablished. During 1954, more 
than 5,200,000 persons visited 
our refuge areas, an increase 
of more than 11 per cent above 
the 1953 record. 

Greater protection is being 
afforded wildlife reserves than 
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easy to put some of their 
friends into good paying jobs. 
Commissions and smog czars 
and what not were set up, and 
they have worked so hard and 
effectively that last week the 
smog reached the highest per¬ 
centage it had ever reached. 
Two days in a row it passed 
the first alert, or danger mark, 
and then the second alert, or 
greater danger point, and it 
was announced that IF it pass¬ 
ed the third alert oil refineries 
and industries would be asked 
to shut down! 

They ask the public to re¬ 
frain from using back yard in¬ 
cinerators. I have been experi¬ 
menting with careful burning, 
and often half a bushel of 
waste papers, burned a sheet at 
a time, creates less smoke than 
comes from a single cigarette. 
They ask us to use motor cars 
as little as possible—but do 
you know anyone who pays 
any attention to that? And one 
suspects the smog smiters know 
where the real culprits are, 
when they announce that IF we 
pass the third alert they will 
shut down refineries and such. 

So smog has been increasing 
with us for J.3 years. It’s get- 
tng sort of like taxes. Every 
new administration promises us 
a decrease but year after year 
we get more and more.

Kansas and Colorado. In addi¬ 
tion, new lands have been add¬ 
ed to the Federal refuge pro¬ 
gram in Louisiana, North Da¬ 
kota, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
South Carolina, Texas, Wash¬ 
ington, Florida, Maine, Oregon, 
Idaho, Michigan and New York. 

Since January, 1953, the De¬ 
partment has acquired 79,946 
additional acres for wildlife 
preservation through purchase, 
lease or transfer of Federally- 
owned lands. 

Occasionally, of course, ref¬ 
uge areas outlive their useful¬ 
ness, particulaly where they 
were established originally to 
meet temporary or emergency 
needs until more effective areas 
could be acquired. 

This is to be expected in the 
administration of a program 
dating back more than a half- 
century and dealing with a 
matter of constantly shifting 
and expanding scope. 

Under the present adminis¬ 
tration of the Interior Depart¬ 
ment, total acreage of wildlife 
refuges has been expanded al-

I am indebted to my good 
friend, Congressman Edgar W. 
Hiestand, for this chance to cite 
some hard facts on the conser¬ 
vation policies I have followed 
as Secretary of the Interior. 

Circulation of distortions with 
regard to wildlife refuge poli¬ 
cies of the Department of the 
Interior makes this opportunity 
to set the record straight par¬ 
ticularly welcome. 

Contrary to reckless state¬ 
ments which have been made, 
alleging wholesale abandon¬ 
ment of wildlife refuge areas, 
the fact is that since January 
of 1953, the Department of the 
Interior has established eight 
new refuges and three more 
are in the process of estab¬ 
lishment. 

Several existing areas have 
been expanded, and new ref¬ 
uges have been established in 
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Being neither a scientist nor 
a politician, I don’t know much 
about smog. Neither, appar¬ 
ently, do the scientists and poli¬ 
ticians. I never heard of smog 
until about 1942, when war cre¬ 
ated such demand for oil, rub¬ 
ber, steel, aluminum and chem¬ 
icals used in making explo¬ 
sives and weapons that thou¬ 
sands of war plants, big and 
little, popped out like mush¬ 
rooms. The Los Angeles Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce boasted that 
8000 of them were operating in 
the country, but the public was 
beginning to weep from eye- 
irritation. We couldn’t hinder 
war industry, so we wept and 
bore it. At last a commission 
was appointed to look into the 
problem, at so much per look, 
but it still was a joke. Some 
wag who liked Swedish restau¬ 
rants suggested that it be called 
the Smoggersboard. It looked 
into it so effectively that smog 
steadily grew worse. Then an 
expert was hired, at what a 
newspaper man would call a 
fat salary, and issued encourag¬ 
ing statements for two years— 
but the smog grew worse. 
When he resigned he announc¬ 
ed that we couldn’t see it yet, 
but the measures he had taken 
would solve the smog problem 
in about two years. He was 
right about one thing — we 
couldn't see it yet. We couldn’t 
see it for the smog. That was 
years ago, but so far as I know 
that was the only statement 
made by any smog expert 
which has been borne out by 
facts. 

Then some smart boys real¬ 
ized that the situation made it

every month in the gallery.

tor can get the court to force 
a person to come to court and 
testify. It the judge thinks the 
witness may skip out, he can 
make him put up surety; or lack¬ 
ing that, he may hold him in jail. 

The court may hear evidence 
before the trial if a witness is 
sick, unable to get to court, or 
may die. 

A witness must be able to hear, 
or to see, or otherwise to com¬ 
municate, and he must be old 
enough and mentally able to 
testify. 

In the public good, as a rule, 
the law will not let a man or 
wife testify against each other, 
nor will it let lawyers, doctors, 
or ministers tell of secrets prop¬ 
erly given to them in confidence. 

But some witnesses can choose 
to talk or not: A newspaper re¬ 
porter need not tell where he got 
a news story. You may—but you 
need not—testify if your answers 
would tend to incriminate or de¬ 
grade you.

WITNESSES 

Strange, but people in the 
Middle Ages put little stock in 
sworn testimony. 

1. Trial by battle: Say you ap¬ 
pealed to a court against some 
wrong doer: He could clear him¬ 
self by beating you in a fight—or 
even getting his hired fighters to 
beat you or your men. 

2. Trial by ordeal: An accused 
could clear himself by going un¬ 
harmed through some ordeal, 
say, a stroll through hot coals or 
a dip in a stream while tied up. 

3. Trial by Oaths: Sometimes 
he could clear himself by getting 
several men — oath-helpers — to 
swear that he told the truth. 

This was about as near as 
people came to our court system 
where we try to get the facts 
under rules of evidence from 
sworn witnesses. If a witness 
lies, the court may punish him 
for perjury.

This notoriety has not 
turned the heads' nor filled us 
with overconfidence because 
the local firemen know what 
can happen. 

It is fully realized that one 
good fire can make us look 
like 30 cents. Such a fire can 
occur at any time. We only 
need to meet an ocacsion where 
a fire is not discovered until it 
has met the major stage and a 
sudden wind arise to spread it. 
Our only hope to prevent such 
a disaster is to continuously 
warn people of the danger. In 
turn, residents MUST be fire 
concious and do everything pos¬ 
sible to stop fire from start¬ 
ing. It is really an easy matter 
to keep the premises clear of 
inflammable materials. And 
the place will look a lot better, 
too. 

Just imagine a fire starting 
in a couch from a carelessly 
dropped ash from a cigar or 
cigarette. This can go unno¬ 
ticed when the household 
members creep off to bed. 
Hours later, all are sound 
asleep. The simmering turns 
into flame, the curtains are 
afire, the walls begin to sim¬ 
mer and burn and before the 
family is aroused (if they are), 
the flames are reaching right 
into the roof. 

By the time an alarm is sent 
and the fire apparatus arrives 
it is possible that the neigh¬ 
bor’s house also is blazing. 
Good luck may be with us and 
light winds. The fire will even¬ 
tually be extinguished, but not 
before much damage has been 
done. Residents might as well 
be informed that in the wee 
hours of the morning your fire¬ 
men also are at home asleep 
and must reach the fire after 
a very poor alarm system tells 
them where the fire is located. 
All this takes time and despite 
that (to date) there has been 
little occasion for decision 
claiming delay, there is the hu¬ 
man element that must be con¬ 
sidered.

perennials remain vigorous 
even throughout California’s 
mild winter. 

The turn to perennials for 
planting often comes in a gar¬ 
dener’s career as he seeks to 
cut down the amount of nec¬ 
essary cultivation required by 
individual plants. Or, often 
perennials are called upon to 
solve difficult planting situa¬ 
tions in a California garden . . . 
flower beds inset into a paved 
patio ... a very narrow area 
along a driveway or in front of 
a hedge ... a large area too 
spacious to give much atten¬ 
tion to, that turns an unattrac¬ 
tive brown in the summer and 
needs screening. 

Excellent perennial choices 
for narrow beds, says the Cali¬ 
fornia Association of Nursery¬ 
men, are the violet, primrose, 
columbine, phlox, geranium 
and chrysanthemum, among 
many others. These should be 
planted in the next few weeks 
to get them well started before 
winter arrives. Substitute the 
following perennials for annu¬ 
als to achieve mass color ef¬ 
fects: Shasta daisies, violas, 
coreopsis, chrysanthemums. 

Real gardening enjoyment 
come from the planning and 
planting of perennial borders. 
All sorts of form, color and tex¬ 
ture patterns can be employed 
with various perennials — the 
result a play or drama 
throughout the growing season 
of muted tones, growing richer 
and fuller and then mellowing 
and dying back. Fine perennial 
selections to combine in a per¬ 
ennial border are delphinium, 


lupine, Michaelmas daisies, 
statice and gypsophelia (baby’s 
breath). 

Look over your nurseryman’s 
perennial selections next time 
you stop to see him and set 
some in your garden now.

Report Many Fail 
To Claim Social 
Security Benefits 

A considerable number of 
widows, young children and 
aged dependent parents of 
working people who died be¬ 
tween June, 1940, and Septem¬ 
ber, 1950, have failed to claim 
the monthly benefits payable to 
them under a 1954 change in 
the social security law, an¬ 
nounced Carl D. Monroe, Pasa¬ 
dena district manager of the 
Social Security Administration. 
Those who do not apply for 
their benefits before Oct. 1, he 
pointed out, will not be able 
to receive benefits for all the 
months back to September 1954, 
the effective date of the new 
provision in the law. 

Under this provision, it is 
now possible to pay monthly 
social security benefits to the 


qualified survivors of workers 
who died between June 1940 
and September 1950 if the de¬ 
ceased w'age earner had credit 
for at least a year and a half 
of work under social security. 
The families of many of these 
workers applied for benefits at 
the time of the family bread¬ 
winner’s death, Monroe said, 
but were told that they could 
not receive payments because 
under the law, as it then stood, 
the worker had not earned_ 
enough social security credit to 
provide survivors’ benefits for 
his family. 

Announcements of this 
change in the law were made 
in all newspapers, in pamph¬ 
lets, and on radio and tele¬ 
vision,” Monroe said, “and 226 
persons in the, Pasadena area 
have applied for these benefits 
since Sept. 1, 1954.”

our mailbox, he would drive by 
for it and make the delivery 
himself. 

Capital idea, we thought, but 
after we put the Albatross in 
the mailbox Burt came over 
and found the box as empty 
as Mother Hubbard's cupboard.

Rev. W. F. MacNeill, 
Baptist Pastor, Dies 

Memorial services for the 
Rev. Walter Franklin MacNeill, 
Sr., 74, who died Wednesday- 
after a lengthy illness, have 
been tentatively set for Friday 
morning in the Ripple Mortu¬ 
ary Chapel. 

Rev. MacNeill was born in 
Charlottetown, Prince Edward 
Island, Canada, Oct. 27, 1880, 
and moved to this country 
when he was 3 years old. His 
early childhood was spent in 
Haverhill, Mass., where he be¬ 
came a member of the Baptist 
church at the age of 12. 

He attended the A. B. Simp¬ 
son Missionary School in Nyack, 
N. Y., and was graduated from 
the Crozier Theological Semi¬ 
nary in 1908. Rev. MacNeill 
held pastorates in New Jersey, 
Nebraska, Illinois and was ac¬ 
tively interested in the work of 
the former Sierra Madre Bap¬ 
tist Church until the time of 
his illness. During World War 
I he helped the Chicago Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce promote the 
first mass naturalization class 
given in this country. 

Rev. and Mrs. MacNeill came 
to California in 1942 and set¬ 
tled in Sierra Madre in 1944. 

He leaves his widow, Mrs. 
Eunice MacNeill; two sons, 
Frank MacNeill of Raiford, 
Florida, and Neil MacNeill who 
is stationed with the U.S. Coast 
Guard at Sault Ste. Marie, 
Michigan; three daughters, Mrs. 
Sylvania Sorrell of North Hol¬ 
lywood; Mrs. Madeleine Par¬ 
sons of Skellytown, Texas, and 
Miss Mary MacNeill of Sierra

Q I am a member of the organized reserves and am going to school 
under the Korean GI bill. Will my allowance stop when I am 
called for reserve training for brief periods of time? 

A—Your allowance will not be discontinued so long as it is the prac¬ 
tice of your school to grant exemptions for those periods without 
requiring formal interruptions of your training. 

Q—A friend of mine, paralyzed during Korean military service, is 
eligible for a “wheelchair housing” grant from Veterans Admin¬ 
istration. If he gets this grant, will he also be entitled to a GI 
home loan to finance the remainder of the cost? 

A—Yes. His “wheelchair housing” grant will not deprive him of his 
right to apply for a 61 loan to finance as much of the remainder 
of the cost as can be financed in that manner. 

Q—Have all states ratified the bill of Rights? 

A ~Yes. But three states. Connecticut, Georgia and Massachusetts 
did not ratify until 150 years later, in 1937. 

Q What was the origin of the Donkey and the Elephant as symbols 

of the Democratic and Republican parties? 

A Both were taken from cartoons in Harpers magazine by Thomas 
Nash. The Donkey was first used by Nash in a cartoon under date 
of January 15, 1870. The Elephant came in a cartoon about four 
years later. 

Q—Can you tell me the difference between a “majority” and a “plur¬ 
ality” in an election? 

A A majority is more than half the votes cast for all candidates for 
a given office. A plurality is an excess of votes over that cast for 
the next highest opponent.
